Shortage of Skilled Workers 
LAFF-A-DAY 


Considerable attention has been focused 


recently on the question of automation in 


industry, but Secretary of Labor Jam es F\ 
Mitchell points to the importance of anoth­ 
er worrisome problem — the shortage of 
skilled workers. 
“Our industry is short of engineers, short 
cf clerical help, short of m anagerial per­ 
sonnel, short of craftsmen, short of sem i­ 
skilled w >rkors,” 
Mitchell said in N ew 
York. 
. 
By 1965 the gross national product must 
increase by 40 per cent—to $560 billion—- 
to provide for a population which will ex­ 
ceed 393 million. This will require an addi­ 
tional IO million workers. 
Providing the personnel should not be 
too difficult in view of the natural growth 
iii population. But what should be a cause 
of worry to industry, Mitchell says, is that 
it is already falling behind in t e r rn s of 
skilled workers. He elaborates: 


“I think that you will be shocked, as I 
w as, to learn that there are no more skilled 
craftsmen — m echanics and m achinists, 


tool m akers and topflight production line 
workers—on the job today than there were 
five years ago. 
“ Even more shocking is the lack of in­ 
terest which our young people have lately 
shown in the craftsm en occupations. B e­ 
tween 1951 and 1956 there w as a drop of 28 
per cent in the number of skilled craftsmen 
under 25 years of age.” 
The Secretary of Labor proposed two m a ­ 
jor rem edies. One is that business and in­ 
dustry take seriously the m atter of training 
programs and training people, instead of 
reiving on “ pirating” from each other. 
The other proposal is that “ we are going 
to have to change our attitude toward the 
older worker, the wom an who wants to 
work and the youthful worker.” 
These and other steps to alleviate the 
skilled labor shortage must be considered • 
“ if we are going to succeed in our search 
for the quality skills necessary to achieve j 
the econom ic growth which our technical 
accom plishm ents have made possible, and j 
which our population growth has m ade * 
necessarv,” Mitchell declares.

For Fun Of It 


Give Away Almost 125 
Bouquets Each Summer 
Just as Hobby 


No two people ever had more 
fun raising gladioli‘than Mr. 
and 
Mrs. GV H Armstrong near Laur­ 
elville on Route I, Kingston. 
It has been a source of enjoy­ 
ment for them about t i f f e n 
years 
now. 
This 
year 
they 
topped their record by planting 
2,3t*0 corms. And they have yet 
to sell that first gladiolus or en­ 
ter one in a gladioli show. 
They give ’em 
away; 
m aybe 
for a wedding; maybe for a 
fu­ 
neral; maybe a big bouquet will 
go to a rest home or the hospital 
in Circleville, Chillicothe or Lan­ 
caster. 
T here’s always a big bouquet of 
Armstrong Gadioli on 
exhibit 
at 
their church each Sunday. They 
give 
m any 
bouquets 
to 
t h e i r 
friends and many to relatives. But 
bouquets they like most to give are 
bouquets to people that they do not 
know very well. 
And sometim es the Armstrongs 
give glads to total strangers just 
for the fun of surprising somebody 
with something pretty.

TUE ARMSTRONGS, who 
live 
In an enormous 19th century brick 
house furnished with fine antiques, 
grow their gladioli in the vegetable 
garden in rows. The first planting 
is made about April. These glads 
will bloom the last of June. There

Arm strong Glads will bloom, th e n ,, 
almost until frost. 
The 
Armstrongs 
r a i s e show 
quality glads. And tiles lose rais 
ing them. They like ‘he color and 
the texture and everything about I 
glads—especially their long lasting­ 
ness. 
They do not order by color or 
nam e. They order assortments. So 
that the color is a surprise which 
makes glad raising even more in­ 
teresting. 
Armstrong digs a trench, cov- 
ers his corms 
with 
about two 
inches of soil—then as they pop 
through the ground he pulls more 
soil around them until they are 
covered about four 
inches. 
At 
this depth even 
the 
very 
tall 
glads (some grow over five feet) 
won’t topple over. 
Yes! He sprays with Blackleaf 
Forty 
about 
every 
two 
weeks 
Glads have insect troubles, several 
different kinds but Blacklead For­ 
ty seems very effective for what­ 
ever it is that m ay ail them, ac­ 
cording to Armstrong. 
In the fall Armstrong cuts 
off 
the foliage after it withers, dries 
the corm s, sprinkles them with a I 
copper sulphate dust and s t o r e s ! 
them in gunny sacks in the base- I 
ment of his poultry house where it 
is cool but not freezing. 
His garden soil is rich and loose 
and he cloes not use any particular 
fertilizer. He is not equipped to 
w ater them during a drought but 
he says gladioli need a lot of wa­ 
ter.

The struggle for existence

first years was a grim battle. By 
agreem ent each family cultivated 
as much land as possible and any j 
yield beyond the absolute needs of j 
the family was sold to meet the 
land paym ent. 
The Zoarites w e r e 
excellent 
farm ers. They planted 
orchards,! 
vineyards and gardens. They rais- j 
ed wheat, barley, oats 
and 
rye 
They soon built up a fine herd of 
cattle, raised poultry and sold all 
their surplus. ( Evidently they gave 
up vegetarianism ) 
For a period of years Zoarites 
forbade themselves m arriage 
be­ 
cause the women were needed in 
the field and it was felt that val­ 
uable tim e would 
be 
wasted 
in 
child bearing. When the m arriage 
ban was lifted the children 
were 
placed in a com m unal home at the 
age of three and seldom saw* their 
parents. 
It was a grim stem existence 
viewed from 20th century stand­ 
ards, 
But the Zoarites were green of 
thumb; 
their 
farm s 
prospered; 
their industry paid off in cold hard 
cash. By 1852 Zoar holdings were 
estim ated at one million dollars 
And as early as 1834 the Garden 
at Zoar had become famous. It oc 
copied an entire block in the cen­ 
tral part of the 
village.

was 
planted in vegetables, small fruits 
and flowers. The Zoarites tended it 
with love and pride.
